MASSACHUSETTS STATESMAN 
AT. TORONTO, 

Toronto, Sept. 4.—Cansiderable po- 
litical importance was attached to a 
luncheon given by the directors of 
the efihibition on account of the pres- 
ence of Henry M. Whitney, who is the 
democratic candidate for the govern- 
orship of Massachusefts, and of a 
speech he delivered in favor of reci- 
procity between the United States 
and Canada. 

Mr. ‘Whitney has made this an issue 
in his platform. He condemned the 
Dingley bill, in that lit did not recog- 
nize the irregularities of labor and 
advocated revision on _ scientific 
lioes that would place it on a desir- 
able basis. He contradicted the view 
that the great prosperity had been 
due to high tariff, maintaining that 
it was attributable to the develop- 
ment of their agriculturg] resources, 
and expressed regret at the treatment 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier had recdived at 
Washington. 

The advantage of reciprocity to the 
people of Canada was great. He 
claimed that it would be easier and 
cheaper to find a market in the 
United States than in distant lands. 

Mr. Whitney was not always thus. 
When he promoted the Great Domin- 
ion Coal Company in Nova Scotia, 
one of his demands of the govern- 
ment was that the duty on American 
coal should not only be maintained, 
but increased, ‘This protection en- 
abled him to extend the markets for 


his coal to the St. Lawrence and 
even the New England States. He 
Ras then an ardent protectionist. 


| When Canadian capitalists dispossess- 
ed him, he began the agitation of 
reciprocity. Mr. Whitney is out for 
political honors, and he believes reci- 
procity is his saving grace. Reci- 
procity may, or may not, have its 
virtues, but one thing tis certain that 
tne great development in coal in the 
eastern prowinces is due solely to the 
protective tariff,
